The following extracts from a letter written 
by Mr. Herbert Wood to hie people in this 
village has been handed to ua at our request 
for publication, as we have no doubt it will 
be interesting to many of our readers. Our 
readers will remember that we announced the 
fact that Mr. Herbert Wood, son of A. F. 
Wood, Eaq., liad been appointed on the staff 

*of the exploring party in the North West, 
under the charge of Professor Macoun, and 
left here about the first of June for that

“Cypress Hille, Fort Walsh, Aug. 11, 1889. 
* We have at last reached Forf Walsh, 50 
miles east of the turning point for home, We 
came in yesterday morning tired and dirty. 
¢ soon hed our mail, and I found three 
letters from home, the first received since I 
left on the Ist June, 
= * & * al 
This is great conn I have so much 
to say that P hardly know how or where to 
commence. I have not had much time for 1 
diary, and consequently it has been somewhat 
etglaited In fact, we had but little time 
for anything except work. We travel all day, 
et into camp tired, dirty, wet, and hungry. 
¢ cook our supper, eat it, and then roll up 
in a blanket and sleep. I have gone nearly 
a whole week without washing, owing to the 
scarcity of water, as we were crossing the big 
plain. We had to use water taken from mud 
puddles, sloughs, and often stagnant at that— 
sometimes with plenty of bugs and insects in 
it. When it is very bad we strain it throngh 
an old handkerchief or towel. Between the 
Moose Mountains and Cypress Hille we had 
no wood to burn, bat had to use what is call- 
ed “buffalo chips.”’ It makes a good fire 
when dry, but many a time two or three of us 
had to fan it with tin plates constantly in 
order to make it burn, and then we could onl 
boil the tea and fry a little salt pork, whieh 
with a little “hard tack’’ made up our bill 
of fare. But though it may sound rather hard 
to you it sounds well here, and to travelers 
with sharpened appetites tastes far better 
than many a meal at home made up with 
great variety and better cooked. I am as fat 
as I can well be, and strong as an ox. My 
arms are twice as big and five times ax yore § 
as when I left home. I can chop wood wit 
any of the men, and can ride a horse at full 
speed without a saddle. I can walk all day 
in a rain storm, eat supper, and then roll up 
in blanket under o cart and sleep,—yes,— 
nleep soundly until five in the morning, and 
then up and off again. It isa glorious life ; 
L am in love with it, and jf I hadn't some one 
to care for and a name to earn I would never 
leave it, but I am thankful for the many 
reasons that restrain me and gnide my atepg 
Er aiiaiiey is souk, wth, teecds,- dad 
* cou ry nid, wild, lonely,. ax 
silent in nag ee We . travelled \gix 
weeks and only saw about half a dozen Indi- 
ans. If had time and opportanity I could 
give you a 
country, but it would fill a book, and I can 
only you a sort of general description in 
this letter: After we left Rapid City, which 
is up the river about 150 miles, the country 
was gently undulating with dales end low 
valleys with now and then a small lake. The 
soil is excellent. We followed a trail—that 
is three black lines in the earth, being par- 
allel. The horse walks in the middle one, 
sud the cartwheels in the other two. Well,

CONTINUED. 

On Tuewlay last week 1 took the train for 
Londonderry, at the head of Lough Foyle. I 
introduced myself to Professor Witherow, of 
McGee College, He has a massive head, and 
has written several useful things, among 
others “the siege of Londonderry.” He 
went With me to the College, and showed me 
all around the town.. It is walled, and all ite 
historic memories would die if its fortifica- 
tions were removed. There is a square in the 
centre containing the town hall, and a lofty 
monument to the Rey. Dr. Wilson, famous 
during the siege. Four streets at right angles 
extend from it to the walls; and the form of 
the town is egg-shaped. It has outgrown its 
confinement, and the suburbs contain more 
ay than are inside. There is little stir 
n the way of business. The view from the 
walls down the river is magnificent. The 
hills on either side are finely wooded, and 
mensions peep out here and there. The view 
is not sailee that from the citadel at Quebeo, 
only on a much smaller scale. The history 
and the place being alike limited in extent, 
I left the same evening for 


ENNISKILLES, 


The country by the way is beautifully un- 
dulating, and the hills are cultivated to the 
top. What a storehouse of fuel tha~peat 
mosses have been and are! Cuttings eight 
feet deep are seen in many places. If there 
are no snakes and no coal in Ireland, there is 
Plenty of such firewood. The erops are 
everywhere superior, and consist in oata, flax, 
turnips and potatoes. Wheat is very scarce, 
This little town is finely situated between 
the two expansions of aso Erne. It is 
full of soldiers, and the dragoons named after 
it used to win fame on many a hard-fought 
battle-field, -The country is comparatively 
speaking sparsely supplied with mansions, 
but there are several in this vicinity. The 
lakes are full of islands, the Loch Lomond of 
Ireland, and whilst there is none of ite rug- 
ged grandeur about them, there is a softness 
and a richness all their own. Mud walls and 
mud houses begin to appear, and when they 
are deserted they seem to melt away as fast 
asour log shanties. Round towers, the 
puzzle of Antiquarians, here and there raise 
their lofty from the distant ridges, and 
the earth-works of the Scandinavians are also 
occasionally seen, We get more familiar 
with the presence of all these as we approach 

DUBLIN, 


What a wealth of water running to waste 
everywhere, and no industry visible since 
leaving Belfast! Are the people devoid of 
all enterprise? No, there is one huge mill ; 
but the owner of it is not « hetive, and its 
singularity renders the blank all the more 
impressive. Dependent people are always ao. 
When Pat boasts that his family was livin 
on the Dachess of Marlborough Fund, an 
that his pigs were fed out of the Mansion 
— Fund, the difficulty is partly explain- 
ed, 


So this is the Boyne I am crossing, is it?

I can only glance at the Bark ad feel, the 
former iament House; Trinity College, 
the Rotunda, Christ Church, St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, &c, Two brewers have spent large 
sums on the restoration of the two. last. 
Guinness gave $750,000 for this end to St. 
Patrick's. It seeured him a Baronetcy ; would 
it gain him a crown! The filthiest streets 
surround these occupied by « very demoral- 
ized crowd, and their ales and porter are for 
wale every where around. Were the gifts a 
solatium to conscience—a bribe to Deity—for 
the moral ruin wrought by their means? 
Hospitals and asylume for ameliorating the 
miseries ‘that flesh is heir to’ are sufficient 
surely for all wants.

A Srranore Mowetrosirr.__In the 
General Hospital, Montreal, was born 
prematurely a deformed child which ex- 
cited much interest among the modiecal 
men of the city. The intestines were 
enclosed in a sac outside of the body, 
but of course attached to it. The spinal 
column was divided into two parts, and 
one of the lower limbs terminated in a 
double club foot, a very unusual thing.

About two hundred 
and fifty men were at work in the pit 
at the time, sixty-six of whom have been 
rescued. The pit consisted of five 
seams, one below the other. The shial- 
lowest seam is 460 feet from the surface, 
and the total depth of the colliery about 
1800 feet.

Shortly after his arrival in that 
city on the 17th of August last, he was found 
lying on the street in an unconscious state, 
and being known by no person there, he was 
sent te the “ Washingtop Home,’ and re~ 
mained in a state of stup&F in that institution 
until death, which occurred on Friday the 
20th ult. Bat for a letter found on his per- 
son addressed to a party in Chicago, he would 
have been buried without one of his friends 
knowing anything of the peculiarly sad eir- 
cumstances and death, Cause of death sun- 
stroke; it was one of the hottest days ever 
known in Chicago.

MADOC CHEESE FACTORY BURNT. 


$2.600 wonrn oF cnERar pesTRoven. 


Ou Sunday morning last, about 3.30 o'clock, 
fire was discovered in the Cheese Factory, 
situated in the northern part of the village, 
and in « short time, owing to the inflammable 
nature of the building, it was totally consum- 


‘ed. The cheese-maker, Mr. Robert Rollins, 


had left about 10 o'clock, leaving his assis- 
tant, Mr. B. Turner and one or two others in 
the Factory. They closed up about 1 o'clock, 
leaving everything safe. There is no doubt 
thet the fire was the work of an incendiary, 
as from the evidence of Mr. Orrin Dann, who 
waa first om the scene, the building was on 
fire at a part distant from the engine room. 
338 boxes of cheese were burned, worth over 
$2,600, on which there was an insurance of 
$1000, The building was ineured for $400, 
and the machinery, etc., for $300, which 
fully covers the loss in this respect. The 
tetal loss to the stockholders is therefore 
about $1,600, which will average about $25 
each, aa, we are informed, there were sixty. 
four patrons. As there appears to be little 
doubt in the public mind that the fire was 
the work of an incendiary, we think the Com. 
pany should offer « good reward for the ap- 
prehension of the guilty party.
